"Webster says: 
" A voracious ganoid fish of the 
order Holostei, found in the fresh 
waters of the Great Lakes, Missis- 
sippi Valley, etc; the mudfish. It is 
of little value as food but is remark- 
able' as the only living representa- 
tive of the suborder Cydoganoidei".

The prevention lies in trcaling_the 
seed with formaldehyde immediate- 
ly before it is sown. This can be 
done at a cost of less than a cent a 
bushel. Al lent ion is called to this 
disease at this time so that farmers 
may examine their oatfield careful- 
ly ami then if any smut is found ca_n 
itiake arrangements to treat Iheir 
seed for their next year's crop. The 
Agricultural Representative will be 
glad to furnish full directions for 
this treatment. By guarding against

ter employment, an attempt js made ! 
to examine every employee once 
each year, and immediately in case 
of acute illness or evidence of a 
chronic illness manifested by a fall- 
ing off in the individual's work or 
slackening-interesl-in his job. 


In addition to the five physicians 
and eleven nurses employed, the de- 
partment has the whole time of a 
dentist who works in the best, ap- 
pointed dental office I have 
ever 
seen. 
Much general ill health is 


found to be due to defective teeth. 
When, therefore, an employee has 
sufficient mouth disorder to account 
for his physical unfitness, he is re- 
quired to have his teeth properly- 
cared for. On continued neglect or 
upon refusal to secure proper treat- 
ment, he is dismissed as an unde- 
sirable employee.
